24" depicts the graphical 
representation of the code for the distributed computing component that is displayed by the tool 
with separately delineated display area for each type, as disclosed on pages 39-43 of the 
Specification. Finally, in the last line of the Abstract, Applicant respectfully submits that 
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"FIG. 19, 1900" should be "FIG. 38A, 3802, 3804, 3806, 3808, 3810, 3812, 3814, 3816, 
FIG. 38B, 3818, 3820, 3822, 3824, 3826, 3828, 3829, 3830, 3831, FIG. 38C, 3832, 3834, 3836, 
3838, 3840, 3842, FIG. 38D, 3844, 3845, 3846, 3848, 3850, 3852, 3854, 3856, 3858, FIG. 38E, 
3860, 3864, 3866, 3868, FIG. 38F, 3870, 3872, 3874, 3876, 3878, 3880." "FIGS. 38A-F" depict 
the method performed by tool to compile, deploy and debug the distributed computing 
component, as disclosed on page 48 of the Specification.
